ven by the Officers imployed ko2 the Collecting, Receiving und Aſcertaining the laid Revenue, and have diſcouraged 


” and diſcountenanced Dur ſaid Officers imployed as afozeſ;aid, and countenanced and encouraged ſeveral Offenders; 


And many times the reaſoas given by Dur laid Juſtices: and others, fo2 ſuch their refuſal and actings, have been, 
That the P2ofits and Advantages ariſing by the laid Reizenue, have gone to the particular Farmers and Mana- 
gers thereof, and have not been anlwered into Pur Exc hequer. And Whereas foz the better Collecting, Recei-

and applied to the end and intents in the ſaid Acts ſpectiied; We have by Our Letters Patents and Commiſſion 

under the Gꝛeat Seal of England, bearing date the Ninet centh day of May laſt, Nominated, Conſtituted, and Ap⸗ 
pointed, Sir Denny Aſhburaham Baronet, Francis Parry Eſgmire, Robert Huntington Eſquire, Charles Davenant Doctoꝛ 
of Laws, Jobn Friend Eſquire, Felix Calvert Eſquire, and Nathaniel Horneby Eſquire, from and after the Four and 
twentieth day of June, in the Five and thirtieth year of Dur Reign, to be Dur Chief Commiſſioners and Gover⸗ 
nours fo2 the Management and Receit of Our ſaid Neve nue, and foz the Paying and Anſwering the lame into 
the Receipt of Dur Exchequer. Therefoze We have thou ght fit by and with the [Avvice of Our Pꝛivy Council, by 
this Our Royal Pzoclamation to Publiſh and Declare, Theit Dur Will and Pleaſure is, That all and every the Laws; 
and Statutes touching oꝛ relating to Dur ſaid Revenue of CExcile now in fozce, be duely put in Execution accoꝛding to 
the true intent and meaning of them, and every of them; A nd that all Dur Judges and Juſtices at the Aſſizes,. and. 
all Juſtices of the Peace at their reſpective Quarter Seſlior is, do give all and every the Laws touching Pur ſaid Re- 
venue of Exciſe now in foꝛce, in Charge to all Gzand Juries, and others, to the intent the ſame may be the better known, 
and put in Execution, and that all Offenders againſt the ſai d Acts, oz any of them, may be duely puniſhed, and that all 
Fines, Penalties, and Fozfeitures againſt the ſaid Acts, ma y be duely Levied and Anlwered to Us, and to thereſpective 
Inkoꝛmers, Church-wardens, and Overſeers of the Pon, a s the ſaid Acts direct. And We do hereby ſtreightly Charge: 
and Command all Dur. Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Bayliffs, and other Magiſtrates whom this may concern, 
That where any Inkozmations oꝛ Complaints ſhall be bzought oz Exhibited befoze them, oꝛ any of them, relating to 
Our ſaid Revenue of Exciſe, That they in their reſpective C:ircuits and Diviſions do duely and diligently attend the 
Hearing and Determining the ſame accozding to Law, and do PÞflue out their Warrants againſt the Offenders, foz: 
the Levying of ſuch Fines, Penalties, o2 Fozfeitures, as (hi be by them from time to time Adjuged oz Jnflicted : And. 
We do further ſtreightly Charge and Command all Our ſaid Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Bapliffs, Sheriffs, 
and all Our Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice, and all Conſtables, Headbozoughs, Tything-men, and all other Offi- 
- cers of Our Peace, That they be from time to time Aiding, Helping, and Aſſiſting unto Dur ſaid Commiſſioners and: 

- Governours of Exciſe, and all their Officer and Officers, in the Execution of their reſpective Offices and.Employments, 
a s they will anſwer the contrary at their utmoſt perils.
